race of the fascist dictators and to block 
their express-train plunge to world war. 

In observing the United States, Britain 
and France acting jointly on the question 
of Japan’s naval race it should be empha- 
sized that what is lacking is the fact that 
the Soviet Union is not consulted in con- 
certed measures for peace. 

Certainly, as Secretary Hull makes clear 
in his apprehensive note, Japan’s naval con- 
struction program endangers primarily the 
peace of the United States. The more ag- 
gressive turn of Nazi foreign policy as the 
result of the army crisis threaténs France, 
Czechoslovakia and Austria. it is generally 
admitted, more than it does immediately the 
Soviet Union. 

Of all the nations threatened by the fas- 
cist war plots, the Soviet Union, by far, is 
the best able to defend its own territory, to 
keep the Nazi and Japanese fascist snouts 
out of the Soviet garden patch. 

Collective action of the Soviet Union 
along with the democratic powers would 
safeguard world peace and help to stave off 
attacks of the Fascist powers on the U. S., 
France, Czechoslovakia, Austria and British 
territory. The contribution of the U.S.S.R. 
by collective securitv to world peace over- 
whelmingly outweighs any possible assist- 
ance that the Soviet Union would receive or 
would need to defend its own Socialist boun- 
daries. 

All the more criminal is the general 
conduct of the British Tories in acting as 
the main obstacle to the realization of con- 
certed measures for peace. All the more 
dastardly is the love-letter writing of the 
Tory Premier Chamberlain to Mussolini. 

It is un to the British people to end the 
perilous forei-n policy of the British Tory 
cabinet, which blocks realization of collec- 
tive security and directly plays into the 
hands of Hitler, Mussolini and the Mikado. 

In this regard pressure of the American 
government can do much to counteract the 
Tory pro-Fascist tactics by bringing to the 
attention of the peace-loving British, people 
the hypocritical tactics of their reactionary 
rulers. And the U. S. can reach this ob- 
jective by being itself bolder in initiating 
moves for concerted peace action. 

Secretary of State Hull’s note to Japan 
should be followed up, not bv a large naval 
building program that would olay into the 
hands of the American isolationist jingo- 
ists, but ABOVE ALL by an extension of 
collective consultation for measures that 
will bring peace.

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The Way Is Open 


To Complete Victory 
The speech of Sen. Robt. F. Wagner in 
the Senate in support of the anti-lynching 
bill can be heartily welcomed. 

Sen. Wagner, who is co-author of the 
measure, declared: 

“Far from being an insuperable obstacle 
to anti-lynching legislation, the Constitution 


makes it the implied duty of the Federal gov- 


ernment to take the reasonable steps pro- 
vided in this measure.” 

This expresses the feeling not only of the 
Negro people but of .democratic America 
which gave its emphatic and progressive 
mandate to Congress in 1936. 

It is to be hoped that the speech was not 
made “for the record” in preparation of an 
acceptance of the defeat by the pirate fili- 
busters and Northern reactionary Republi- 
cans. Instead, it should herald the beginning 
of an uncompromising and more aggressive 
drive by the progressive Senators to see that 
the bill becomes a law. 

The defeat of the efforts of the Tory Sena- 
tors to shelve the bill yesterday, shows that 
complete victory can be won if a vigorous 
fight is kept up for the measure both in and 
out of the Senate. 

Labor and progressives throughout the 
country should open up with their main ar- 
tillery for the passage of the anti-lynching 
bill. This is the way to victory for the full 
social program so vitally needed by the 
American people. 
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» During the Special Session of Congress 
the fascist-minded Liberty Leaguers tried to 
put over their 10-point hunger program, in 
open defiance of the progressive mandate of 
the American people. 

The Wall Street errand boys who were 
assigned to steamroller this program through 
the session were such people as Senators 
Vandenberg of Michigan and Bailey of North 
Carolina. It was a platform designed to 
tighten the grip of the monopolies, the Na- 
tional Manufacturers Association, the Na- 
tional Chamber of Commerce and other Tory 
bandits on the lives of the people.
